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CONSEQUENTLY, THE REQUEST COULD NOT BE ACTED UPON UNTIL 
FORWARDED BY THE COSTA RICAN EMBASSY IN JULY. END FYI. 
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(STANDARD OPENING) AND HAS THE HONOR TO REFER TO A 
REQUEST TRANSMITTED BY THE COSTA RICAN EMBASSY FROM 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY DEPUTY SONIA RODRIGUEZ QUESADA FOR
